T h e my stery which surrrounded the 
death of J ohn Bauch of Freeport last 
Friday night, receiv es rev iv ed 
inter­ 
est in the arresj- y esterday of J oe 
Sieferm an of Rockford on suspicion of 
th e murder of his boy hood friend and 
chum . 
The Freeport papers at the 
tim e hinted at a difference ov er a girl 
being the possible cause of the crime. 
T he arrest was made on com plaint of 
Miss Lizzie Sitters of Rockford, Bauch's 


fiance. 
. Miss Sitters Is about 20 y ears old and 
is employ ed at the Burson knitting 
plant. 
She is a handsome and intelli­ 
gent y oung lady , and has been nearly 
prostrated with grief since the m y ster­ 
ious murder. 
Yesterday about noon, 
she was accosted on the street in I lock* 
ford by Sieferm an, with 
whom she 
went before becoming engaged to y oung 
Bauch. 
Sieferm an is alleged to hav e 
m ade threatening remarks to the girl, 
say ing that if she did not stop telling 
people that he was connected with the 
m urder of Bauch ho would m ake her 
regret it. 
She denied that she had 
s v id aw o r d to any body about S iefer­ 
man being connected with th e Bauch 
case, but she alleg es Sieferm an follow­ 
ed her quite a distance and continued 
his threats and abuse. 
Siefernian’s conduct put the idea in­ 
to tho girl's head that perhaps ho 
m ight hav e been connected with the 
case, and, w eeping hy sterically , she 
t >ld her story to the police officers. 
Ghief Bargren found the y oung man at 
his boarding house and placed him un­ 
der arrest. 
Sieferm an 
was sound 
a-deep when th e officer called, but was 
aroused and taken to jail. 
Ho made 
no protest when he was placed under 
arrest and had nothing to say . 
He is 
a heav y -set, well-built man of about J O 


y ears. 
According to the story told by tho 
girl to the police, Bauch and Siefer­ 
man were boy hood friends and had 
been chums up to the time Miss Sitters 
showed 
a 
perference 
for 
the 
first 
named. 
Before she went with Bauch 
she stated th at Sieferm an had gone 
with her occasionally and had been 
quite attentiv e to her, although they 
had nev er become engaged. 
Sh e said 
that some m onths ago she went with 
Bauch. 
Since that time Bauch and 
Sieferman nev er spoke and seemed to 
be bitter enem ies. 
The girl did not 
say she was engaged to Bauch, but she 
wears deep m ourning and seem s great 
ly afiected ov er his murder, 
Sieferman, 
according to the g ir l’s 
story , cam e to Rockford 
last May . 
Shortly after the coolness th at arose 
between him and Bauch, Sieferm an is 
baid to hav e refused to » peak to the 
girl also, not addressing her until his 
alleged reproaches of y esterday . 
S ie ­ 
ferman boards at the home of an uncle 
j and aunt of M is» Sitters. 
A short tim e 


I ag o , on account of the unpleasantness 


j of liv ing in the same house with him» 
Miss Sitters » tales that « he changed 
her boarding place

Sieferm an’s rooms were » oarched for 


1 iirearms, and to ascertain if th e arrost- 
s ed man was in Rockford last Friday 
night at the tim e of the murder, as he 
claim s 
Sieferm an say s that he work­ 
ed in 1 toekford all day Friday and that 
he has been em ploy ed as fireman at tho 
water works. 
Miss Sitters told the police that she 
v i-ited a clairv oy ant some day s ago 
; who told her that she was in deep trou­ 
ble: and described a person of Siefer­ 
m an’s appearance as the one who 
w as 
to cause it. 
On Saturday Ml 
Sitters 
receiv ed word th at her lov er was mur- 
de-ed, and » he say » the ev ents of today 
seem to hav e borne out th e words of 
i the clairv oy ant.

The Po w erful » ml E ffectiv e Equipment o f 
New York’» Fire bout» . 
Mr C b.vl s T. H ill, w ritin g in St. 
N icholas oi New Y ork’s tire d ep art­ 
ment. thus describes the pum ps of the 
lireh^at New Y orker: 
These pum ps have a throw ing capaci­ 
ty ot fully 19 ,0 0 0 gallons of w ater every 
m inute, and under the best conditions 
they have been know n to reach 12,000 
gallons a m in ute— over 
6 ,000 gallons 
m ore than any other tireboat 
afloat. 
T he w ater is draw n in through the sides 
of the boat, below tin» w ater line, into 
w hat is known as the suction bay , m ak ­ 
ing an inner reservoir from w hich the 
pum ps are ttnl. 
There are about 10,000 little holes, 
three eighths of an inch in diam eter, 
bored in the sides of the boat just out­ 
side these suction bay s, and through 
these holes the w ater is d raw n in and 
filtered so th a t no foreign 
substance 
may get into the pumps. 
F rom the 
pum ps it is forced into an air ehaml>er, 
thus equalizing the pressure all around, 
and then into a veritable w ater m ain 
12 inches 111 diam eter, w hich runs all 
around the boat 
between 
decks and 
supplies the various outlets. 
There are 
42 of these outlets, including the four 
standpipe-, or m onitor nozzles, and they 
vary 111 size from 
6 inches in dial? ofcer 
down to 2*2 inches, the size of the re g­ 
ulation firehose. 
T w o of the m onitor 
nozzles are m ounted aft. on top of the 
cabin and a big and a sm all one on top 
of the wheelhouse. 
The tw o standpipes 
a ft have 2 ’., inch nozzles, the big one 
on the w heelhouse having a J L inch 
opening. 
F rom the latter a solid 3 
Kj 
inch stream can be th row n a distance 
of 820 feet, and if necessary this can be 
increased to a 5 1, , inch opening, and a 
m ighty stream of w ater having that 
w id th can be sent th un d erin g out into 
space over 200 feet. 
If y ou could hear 
this immense stream as it pours into 
the bay , like a m in ia ture cataract, y ou 
could better appreciate the power of 
th is rem arkable boat. 
No body of tire could very long w ith ­ 
stand a deluge like this, and it requires 
only a few dashes of th is massive stream 
to effectively quench a fire in tin* r ig­ 
ging or 
111 the tipper w orks of a ship 
T he small m onitor nozzle, mounted on 
the other side of tin* wheelhouse, has a 
1 
inch opening, and a powerful stream 
can also be throw n from this and of 
course to a m uch greater distance, for 
as the stream is reduced in diam eter it 
can go a great deal farther. 
To the outlets along th e side of the 
deckhouse and at the bow and stern are 
attached short lengths of hose to fight 
fire at close range. 
T he pum ps of the 
N ew Yorker are so pow erful and the 
pressure of these outlets is so great that 
it would be impossible for men to ban 
die these lines if there were not some 
sort of " a< ubiery to aid them, and 
therefore an appliance know n as a “ rail 
p ip e ” is brought into play . 
T his is 
som ething like a big rowlock and is set 
in the gunw ale in the same m anner that 
a rowlock is set in the rail of a row 
boat. 
It, is fastened beneath the rail 
w ith a pin, and between the forks is 
sw ung an iron connection, oar fashion, 
pivoted at the sides. T he short length of 
hose is attached to one end of this con 
ncction and a nozzle to the other, and 
w ith th is device one man is able to con 
trol an d direct the heaviest stream w ith 
case.

w ith comfort. These shields slide along 
inside th e rail on a kind of railw ay , so 
they can be placed at any part of the 
boat, and there is one on each side 
T hey are m ade of tw o thicknesses of cor­ 
rugated iron, w ith an air space between, 
thus preventing the inner lining from 
becom ing heated. 
They are arched at 
the top and in shape are somewhat like 
the shields used to protect the gunners 
w hile w orking at. the rapid firing guns 
on our m odern men-of-war. 
T here is an opening at the Ix itfom of 
these shields for the nozzles of the rail 
pipes to project through and an oblong 
slot above for th e fireman to look t hrough 
and dirtstt the water.

S h e t l an d W o o l . 
The chief characteristic 
o f Shetland 
hosiery is tin* extreme fineness of the 
wool used. 
This wool is obtained from 
tin* native Shetland sheep, an animal of 
decidedly 
meager 
appearance, 
and 
which a southern itock master would be 
inclined to “ have none of. ” 
Neverthe­ 
less this humble beast, picking up a 
scanty living on the bleak hillsides 
where its larger relatives would starve, 
produces wool of remarkable fineness, 
and when it is mentioned that tin* nat­ 
ural colors vary from black and w hite 
to an endless variety of grays, 
F ro w n s, 
fawns and chestnuts of many shades 
(locally culled “ moorit” ) it w ill be seen 
that the .Shetland people have 
r e a d y to 
their hand raw material of the most 
suitable kind for their purpose. 
In connection with the fineness of the 
wool tin* method of taking it from tht 
sheep is worthy of note. 
It is not <*lip- 
ped or shorn in the usual way, hut at 
the proper season is literally plucked 
from the backs of the animals, it being 
averred that shearing tends to deterio­ 
rate the quality of every succeeding 
fleece, and of course to keep tin* yield 
of wool us fine as possible is a great de­ 
sideratum. 
The plucking referred to 
usually appears to strangers to lie a 
cruel expedient, but in reality the sheep 
seem to suffer no more from it than 
from ordinary shearing. — Chambers' 
J ournal.

T h e T r a d « I n . f e w ' * H a r p * . 
The cheapest je w ’s harps come from 
Germ any and A ustria, the medium and 
finer g rades from Eng land, and the very 
finest are now made in this country . 
Of the total production, tw o-thirds or 
more are made in Eng land. Je w ’s harps 
are made in standard sizes, rang ing in 
leng th from an inch and a quarter to 
four inches. They are occasionally made 
to order larg er than that, but a four 
inch jew 'sh arp is a g ood deal of a jew s 
harp, aud it may have a very m usical 
tone. There are cheap jew ’s harps w hich 
are sold at retail for a cent. 
A fotir inch 
im ported jew ’s harp retails for a quarter 
of a dollar. 
An American jew ’s harp of 
this size sells for 50 cents. 
Its iron 
fram e, or harp, is tinned, and its steel 
tong ue is tipped w ith brass. 
Besides being made 
o f m any sizes, 
jew ’s harps are made w ith the iiarp part 
o f various ornam ental desig ns. 
Jew 's 
harps arc not tuned to a key , hut harps 
o f a desired key may be found. 
Com­ 
m ercially jew ’s harps rank not a* m usic­ 
al instrum ents, but as toy s. Many jevv's 
harps are, however, used as m usical in­ 
strum ents and are play ed upon by men, 
and not infrequently in conjunction 
w ith musical instrum ents. Je w ’s harps 
are sold more or less throug hout the 
country . 
M any are sold in m ining re­ 
g ions of 
t h e south and w est and w her­ 
ever H ung arian and like labor is em ­ 
ploy ed. In such 
p l a c e s it is not unusual 
to find a man play ing a jovv’s harp 
w h i l e
